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Knoxville, Tenn., May 23.—The Tennes- 
see river reached the height of 36.8 at this 
place this afternoon at 3 o’clock and is 
slowly falling.

Three bridges are reported swept away 
in addition to the trelve reported ves- 
terday. There were two road 
stec] viaducts in Washington county, 
over the Nolachucky river; Sullivan coun- 
ty steel bridge at Devault’s ford; Ohio 
river and Charleston, railroad bridge near 
Devault’s ford. 

The loss at Elizabethton due to the 
flood is conservatively estimated at about 
$250,000. The damage to the town of 
Watauga is estimated at about $150,000.

The 
water touches the tracks on the South- 
ern railway’s steel *ridge near there. 

At Knoxville the flood did no great 
amount of damage. The Onega, steamer, 
the: largest vessel plying the Tennessee 
above Chattanooga, was wrecked this 
afternoon, being a total loss.

The flood had nearly submerged the boat, 
when a loosened raft of logs.crushed her 
into kindling and sent the wreckage float- 
ing away. The vessel was built at a cost 
of about $4,000.

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Chicago, May 23.—The coroner’s jury; 
which has for two days listened to the evi- 
dence in the case of Mrs. Emma Lucy 
Judd, wite of one of the officials of John 
Alexander Dowie’s Zion, tonight returned 
a vérdict holding Dowie, H, W Judd, hus- 
band of -the woman, and Mrs. Sprecher 
and Mrs. Bratsch tg await the action of 
the grand jury. .The two women named 
in the. verdict were in attendance upon 
Mrs. Judd prior to her death. The charge 
against them is ‘‘criminal responsibility’’ 
for the death of Mrs. Judd. — 

The evidence given at the inquest by 
somé of the leading physicians of the 
city wha had examined Mrs. Judd's body 
after it had been exhumed was to the ef- 
fect that the most simple surgical care 
would have prevented the wonian’s death. 
They testified that she was allowed to die’ 
when the slightest attempt to save her 
life would have been successful. This evi- 
dence induced the jury to declare that the 
people named were responsible for the 
woman’s death. 

Papers were at once made out and of- 
ficers sent to arrest Dowie, Judd and the 
two women. When the officers arrived at 
Zion, Dowie was not to be found. Mrs. 
Bratsch was arrested in the building and 
was promptly sent to the county jail, but 
H. W. Judd and Mrs. Sprecher were no 
more in evidence than was Dowie. It was 
announced by. the police that the .search 
would be kept up until the missing people 
were taken into custody. It was the opin- 
ion of the ‘officers that-Dowie had gone 
into hiding for the night, knowing. that 
he would hardly be ablé to give bafi in 
time. to prevent a night’ In jail. If not 
found during the night, if th éxpéecter that 
he will appear in the.morning prepared 
to give bail for himgelf and tltree com- 
panions. 

A mob of 1,000-people paraded through 
the streets of South Chicago this evening 
carrying’ an effigy of Dowie, which was 
finally deposited in a large bonfire. About 
three weeks ago Mrs. Christensen, one of 
Dowie’s followers, was burned in escaping 
from her blazing dwelling house. She 
réfused the aid of physicians and died 
within a week. The court took from her 
end her husband the little daughter who 
had been severely burned. The girl is now 
practically recovered. There has been 
much feeling against Dowie in South Chi- 
cago since the death of Mrs. Christensen. 


DIED IN SPITE OF PRAYER 


Pierson Arrested for Refusing Chil- 
dren Medical Attention. 


New York, May 23.—Earl Gladstone Pier- 
son, the two-months-old son of J. Luther 
Pierson, the Mount Vernon faith curist, 
died today at the Pierson home, Kensico. 
A daughter of Pierson died recently of 
pneumonia and the father is now in White 
Plains jail serving out a fine of $500 impos- 
ed for his neglect to employ a physician 
in the case. For ten days the child had 
been without medical attendance. 

Pierson in his own defense in this trial , 
said he was a member of the Christian 
Catholic church of Chicago. 

For ten days the second child had been 
without medical attendance, it is said. At 
first the girl was attended by Dr. W. G. 
Garrison. 

The neighbors of Mrs. Pierson besought 
her last night to call in a physician to at- 
tend the child, who was suffering with 
pneumonia, but she replied that prayer 
was all that was necessary to restgre the 
little one to health. 

According to the statement of a servant 
in the Pierson household the child died 
at 1 o'clock this morning, and.two hours 
later Mrs. Pierson took a train for Man- 
hattan. The maid servant said that Mrs. 
Pierson had told her she feared arrest 
in the matter of the death of the child; 
also that she was afraid that the society 
would take her other two children, How- 
ard and Luther, away from her. 

Dr. Garrison said today: 

“T saw the baby four or five times at 
my. Office. The last time I saw it 
Was a week ago last Tuesday. 

‘‘When I saw the child first it was suf- 
fering from bronchitis. It had been 
weakly from its birth. I probably could 
not have saved its life if I had been in 
constant attendance. 

‘T never went to the Pierson home. I 
believe the child died from pneumonia.” 

Mr. Pierson gave his lawyer today all 
the points necessary to prepare an appeal 
to the supreme court. 

Mr. Pierson admits that he believes doc- 
tors and medicines are worthless features 
of this life, and that the only cure for 
all diseases is through power of prayer. 
Mrs. Pierson, who is also a faith curist, 


says: :

PRECISE LOCATION [8 
NOT YET DETERMINED 


The Southern, Atlanta and West 
Point and Central Have Agreed 
To Act Together—Presi- 
dent Spencer Con- 
firms tory. 


Definite plans are on. foot looking t& 
the erection of a new union passenger 
station in Atlanta. It will be built be- 
tween Forsyth and Mitchell streets. The 
exact spot has not yet been determined. 
The Southern railway, Atlanta and West 
Point railroad and the Central of Geor- 
gia have agreed to act together. It is 
not unlikely that other roads will co- 
operate with them. 

This information comes, from what The 
Constitution believes to be an authentic 
and abscgutely reliable source. It proves 
beyond ‘oubt that the railroads were 
strictly in earnest in stating, after the 
depot bill failed of passage in the last 
legislature, that they would not again 
resume negotiations with the state, but 
would work out their own salvation and 
settle among themselves the depot situa- 
tion. 

The roads named have, since the depot 
bill was defeated, been making a quiet 
and comprehensive study of the whole 
situation, with a view of erecting at the 
earliest date a modern union. passenger 
station in Atlanta. 

It is known definitely that the station 
will be located between Forsyth and 
Mitchell streets. The precise location is 
not, known, because the question has not 
been settled by the rvads. It may. be at 
the head of Alabama street, or at the 
head of Hunter street, or on the present 
site of the Central of Georgia’s freight 
depot, at Mitchell street. It is certain 
the roads are co-operating toward the 
building of a new passenger station some- 
where in that Jocality. No further ef 
fort will be made to secure the erection 
of @ new station on the present depot 
site. If the er ever comes up 
| the overtures will have to come from the 
State, and it {fe -probable that by the time 
the legislature convenes work will have 
already begun on the new station the 
eye rose will erect. 

The followin~ telegram referring to thg 
intentions of the railroads was réceived 
yesterday from President Samuel Spen- 
cer, of the Southern railway: 

New York, May 23.—The Constitution: Im- 
possible to make any definite statement in re- 
spect to depot situation at this moment. ° The 
only thing going on ot. which I am aware, and 
this I suppose is what you refer to, is that some 
of the roads, ineluding the Southern, are hav- 
ing a comprehensive study of the entire situa- 
tion made with the view to an early and defin- 
ite decision as to construction of new station, it 
having been found so far impracticable to get 
any agreement for werkable plan for erection 
of new station on present station site.

The comprehensive study of the en- 


tire situation,’’ alluded to in President 
Spencer’s telegram, has resolved itself 
into a question of the precise location of 
the station, and the detatils of its con- 
struction. That a new station shall be 
built and at the earliest possible time has 
been definitely decided. 

Between Forsyth and Mitchel] streets 
the roads interested own all the land 
necessary on which a modern and com- 
modious station may be erected. The 
news that the present ramshackle old 
structure is to be, abandoned as. soon as 
possible will bring joy to the citizens of 
Atlanta, to whom it has become an eye- 
sore; to the traveling public it will mean 
that relief is at hand, wuile the members 
of the board of health will have rejoic- 
ings on their own account, 

The decision of the roads to construct 
their own station has an added signifi- 
Cance in the light of the recent decision 
of the supreme court on the board of 
health case. The roads are preparing to 
vacate the old depot not because they have 
to, but because they have been as great- 
ly hampered in their business and incon- 
venienced as the public has been. 

The Southern railway had plans drawn 
for a station to cost approximately $1,000,- 
000 and to be erected near Mitchell street. 
These plans may be uged as a basis for 
the new station that is to be Duilt. That 
the new station will be a handsome one 
there can -no doubt. The executive 
officials of all the roads concerned have 
expressed themselves plainl on. this 
point. They have said that iP the ruads 
ever built a passenger station in Atlanta 
it would be thorough’‘y modern in de- 
sign and construction, and would be built 
on a scale to allow for a decided in- 
crease in passenger traffic in this tefri-

It is a fact 
that this was the whole amount in the 
place, yet when he took stock in the suc- 
ceeding year, twelve months from the 
date of purchase, he had all the original 
lot except about sixty gallons, and this, 
too, in spite of earnest efforts to sell it 
by personal endeavor and by advertise- 
ment in The Intelligencer, then the only 
daily paper.in north Georgia. The doctor 
recalls that his ad. stated that it would 
furnish light ‘“‘cheaper than pine knots.” 

He'also made a present of a lamp and 


went through by a small majority. 

The law thus introduced And passed re- 
quired a fire test of 110 degrees. The test 
has long since been raised to 120 degrees. 
Before this much oil was sold as low as 
70 degrees. AS a consequence many 
dangerous and serious accidents oc- 
curred all over the land. There was much 
destructton of property from lamp explo- 
sions, and no little loss of life. After thed 
law went into effect the use of kerosene 
oil proved safe. In the meantime its 
manufacture was so perfected that it did 
not smell so badi and lamps so improved 
so aS not to smoke—soon became a pop- 
ular use and the consumption-has been 
constantly on the increase. 

Oil Fever in Pennsylvania. 

Boring through forty-seven feet of 
@ravel and twenty-two feet of slate at 
Titusville, Pa., Colonel Drake on the 29th 
‘of October struck a large opening filled 
with coal oil somewhat mixed with water 
and gas.

How To Sell Goods in Germany. 

.. Consul Hughes reports from Coburg: I 
have already called attention to the ne- 
cessity of sending bright salesmen, with 
a thorough knowledge of German, if we 
wish to introduce American goods into 
this country.

Lexington, Ky., May 23.—(Special.)}—The 
filing of interrogatories in the circuit 
court in the case of Mrs. Bettie Boyd 


against General John Boyd, formerty of 
this city, brought out the fact that Gen- 
eral Boyd’s whereabouts are unknown 
to his family and friends. The filing 
of the papers was done by Mrs. Boyd's 
attorneys, Hunt & Hunt, for the purpose 
of securing a decree of court to sell her 
home place on Maxwell street.

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LEBANOFF IS SENT TO PRISON 


Former Merchant Now Occupies a 
Cell in Jail. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 23.—(Special.)— 
Moses Lebanoff, formerly a merchant on 
Twentieth street, was sentenced to thirty 
days’ imprisonment in the county jail this 
morning .by Judge Meek in the United 
States court.

tucky and Missouri. The plans contem- 
‘plate uniting the Danville and Louisville 
Theological seminaries and Central unil- 
versity. and Center college, all in Ken- 
tucky. Approval from the Northern 
Presbyterlan general assembly will now 
complete the consolidation. The matter 
has been wppermost in the assemDly’s 
proceedings here for three days past and 
for a-time consolidation seemed doomed 
by reason of the apparently strong sen- 
timent against the possfble tendency to 
organic union <A compromise was ef- 
fected through the declaration that while 
the assembly may not wholly approve of 
the wisdom of tle. consolidation plan, 
yet in view of the unanimous assent of 
the Kentucky and Missourt synods and 
of the safeguards in the compact, no bar 
would be offered by the assembly. Rev. 
Dr. F. R. Beattie, of Louisville, Ky., who, 
with Colonel Thomas W. Bullitt, Judge 
Shackelford Miller, of Louisville, led the 
consolidation forces, stated that the ques- 
tion and fear of organic union had been 
greatly exaggerated tn the discussion for 
the past three days, 

Don’t Favor Organic Union. 

“We in Kentucky,” he said, ‘fare not 
fearing. nor are we in favor of, organic 
union and must not be accused of it. It 
is a young man’s movement. Some of 
the ablest men in the church have given 
their consent and support and encour- 
agement toward the consolidation of the 
two seminaries.’’ 

Dr. Beattie deprecated the strong lan- 
guage that had been used by opponents 
of consolidation against the northern 
church and urged a‘spirit of charity and | 
fair play.

FRANCHISES NOT TAXABLE 


So the Supreme Court of Texas Has 
Decided. 


WOULD BE DOUBLE TAXATION 


Decision Was Rendered in a Test 
Case Against a Railway 
Company.

Austin, Tex., Mav 3.—The supreme 
court today handed down an opinion in 
which it holds that the franchises of rali- 
roads and corporations known as intangi- 
ble property are not taxable. The case 
came up from the Travis county district 
court and from there was appealed to the 
the third court of civil appeals at Austin 
and to the supreme court. The decision 
of the latter court affirms the decision of 
the lower court. 

There was a test case which was styled 
the state of Texas vs. the Austin and 
Northwestern Railroad Company, where- 
in it was sought to tax the franchise of a 
railroad corporation. The court holds 
that the ‘franchise of a corporation with- 
out its real property is lifeless, and also 
that taxing the franchise and real prop- 
ty would be double taxation not permit- 
ted under the laws of Texas.

Point cadets dismissed yesterday—Bowl- 
by, Cleveland, Keller, Linton and Mahaf- 
fey—will not appeal for clemency to the 
war department. They have entered the 
service of the New York and Bermudez 
Asphalt Comp4ny. 

This came about through General Fran- 
cis V. Greene, one of the chief officials of 
the trust. He communicated with the 
war department this morning and in- 
formed Secretary Root that the five 
young men had called upon him in a 
contrite and repentant state of mind, 
asking for his advice and assistance in 
shaping their future. 

They stated that no turpitude was in- 
volved in anything that was charged 
against thern, and General Greene appa- 
rently was of the same opinion, for after 
hearing their story he proposed to Secre- 
tary Root to employ the young men in 
the service of the asphalt company.

Alleged at Springfield That Former 
Governor Suicided. 


A DOCTOR: DENIES THE STORY 


‘He Gays Late Execut:ve’s Sudden 


Death Was Due to Natural 
: Causes. 


Springfield, Ills.. May 23.—Former Gov- 
ernor. John R. Tanner. died here suddenly 
in the Leland hotel at 2:45 o’clock this 
afternoon'from rheumatism of the heart. 
(He had een confined to Kis room since 
“his return from Chieago. last Saturday 
with rheumatism in the left side, but the 


case Was not considered in the least se- 


rious. He felt much worse this afternoon 
and ‘Dr. + he Dixgn, the governor's phy- 
feiah, w ds - “eliled and found ‘the ' gov- 
ernor dying. 

An afternoon paper intimated that for- 
mer Governor Tanner had committed sui- 
cide,“but Dr. Dixon stated positively to- 
night that although he was unable to 
state the absolute and real cause of 
death, he would unhesitatingly say that 
death was due to natural causes; his 
opinion being that death was due to a 


_cerebral blood clot or rupture of a blood 


vessel in the brain. 


John R. Tanner was born in Booneryille, 
Warrick county, Indiana, April 4, 1844. 
When eighteen years of age he migrated 
to southern Illinois, settling in Clay 
county. In’ 2862 he enlisted in the Ninety- 
e'ghth Illinois, with which regiment he 
served until the close of the war. When 
he retired from the army he went back 
to farming. 

In 1880 he won in a democratic district 
as a candidate for state senator. In 1883 
he was: appointed United States marsha! 
for the southern district of Illinois; and 
in 1886 he was elected state treasurer, 


and in 1892 he was appointed assistant 


United. Stateg-treasurer at Chicago. 

In 1896 he received the republican nom- 
inftion fof governor of Hlinois and was 
elected over Governor John P. Altgeld, 
his democratic opponent. He served one 
term and.was not a candidate for re- 
election, as he aspired to a seat in the 
United States senate. He was. defeated 
in that ambition, however.

MACHINISTS’ ASSOCIATION 
WAS FORMED IN ATLANTA 


The strike of the machinsts is of pecu- 
Har interest to Atlanta, from the fact 
that this city is the birth place of the In- 
ternational Association. of Machinists, 
the powerful organization of 70,000 men 
that has involved the nation in one of the 
greatest labor,contests known in jis his- 
tory. 

The 5th of the present month was the 
thirteenth birthday of the association, it 
having been brought into existence in At- 
lanta, May 5, 188. The idea of the or- 
ganization was originated by an Atlanta 
man, Atlanta men wefge its first. officers; 
the first headquarters were located in 
Atlanta, and the charter members, twen- 
ty-three in number, were Atlanta -ma- 
chinists. 

While employed at the old East Ten- 
nessee, now the Southern raitiway shops, 


Thomas W. Talbot, a machinist, conceived 
the idea that an organization of the ma- 
chinists, not only in Atlanta, but through- 
out the country. would be to their best in-« 
terests-and he began to agitate the mat- 
ter among the machinists emploved in 
the shops in this city. The plan met with 
the indorsement of other machinists and 
Mr. Talbot was encouraged over the fol- 
lowing. he obtained. Before the plans for 
the organization matured Mr. Talbot left 
the East Tennessee shops and accepted a 
position with Mr. H. P. Ashley, proprietor 
of the Ashley Machine Works on Forsyth 
street, and it was while working there 
that the National Association of .Ma- 
chinists was organized. The body retained 
that name for some’ time. when it was 
changed to the International Association 
of Machinists.

F. Garrett, member of the city council 
from the fourth ward. The remainder 
have either left the association or have 
died. 

The. headquarters of the organization 
were established in the old James bank 
block, at the corner of Whitehall and Ala- 
bama streets, where they remained for 
some time. They were later removed to 
the old capitol building, at the corner of 
Marietta and Forsyth streets. 

Atlanta ‘formed the headquarters for 
about three years, when they were .re- 
moved to Richmond. They were later re- 
moved to Chicago and then to Washing- 
ton, where they have been located for 
about three years. Mr. Talbot was presi- 
dent of the. association in Atlanta and 
Richmond and when it was removed from 
the latter place to Chicago he objected so 
atrenuouslvy to the change that he re- 
signed his position. 

He then took up his residence in Flor- 
ence, S. C., and shortly afterwards he 
was shot to death by another mag. Since 
that time tae association has been pay- 
ing his widow a monthly allowance of $20. 
Mr. Dawley contipued as secretary of the 
organization for about five years, when 
he was defeated. He is at present en-

The present head of the association fs 
James O’Connell, who ordered the strike 
that is now attracting the attention of 
the country. George Preston is secretary. 

The local union is one of the strongest 
labor organizations in the city and com- 
prises a membership of about 200.

Southampton, May 23.—At a conference 
of his constructors and advisors held this 
evening on board the Erin, Sir Thomas 
Lipton told the gentlemen that he was 
determined to go ahead with the Sham- 
rock II and left it with them to decMe 
how this could best ke done. It was 
agreed to cable the New York Yacht 
Club, asking that the date of the contest 
be postponed until the first week in Oc- 
tober in order to allow the time for the 
necessary repairs. It was decided to lose 
no time, but to go ahéad under full 
pressure while awaiting a reply from the 
New York Yacht Club as to whether the 
postponement would be granted. 

Sir Thomas expressed himself as ex- 
tremely sorry at being forced to make 
any requests upsetting the arrangements 
made, but without this extension of time 
he would be totally unable to bring his 
boat over in anything like good form, 
and he said ‘he sincerely, hoped that his 
request would be granted. 

Speaking of the improvements in the 
Shamrock I, Sir Thomas said he had no 
doubt that this yacht had improved much 
since she sailed in American waters, and 
that he felt perfectly certain she was far 
from being as good a boat as the chal- 
lenger. The latter, he said, had been 
improving daily. 

Thomas W. Lawson cabled to Sir Thom- 
as that if it were impossible to bring the 
Shamrocks over he was willing to take the 


Independence over to England and race 
either or both of the Shamrocks in Brit- 
ish waters. Sir Thomas replied he was 
going over with the new Shamrock and 
if an opportunity offered he would be de 
lighted to race the Independence in Amer- 
ican waters.

The story was told with a variety of 
pretty and dramatic details, and nat- 
urally called forth much praise of the 
humble hero.

The New York Times: 

On Monday last we published a very 
interesting and pathetic story from In- 
dianapolis about a negro who, when 
steam was accidentally turned into the 
big boiler in which he and a companion 
were working, nobly gave the other 
man a chance to escape first and in conse- 
quence of the delay was himself fatally 
burned. The tale was one of the kind 
we are glad to publish, and as it came 
through the regular Associated. Press 
channels, the possibfiity that ft was false 
or inaccurate dd not occur to us then. 
The next day, how®ver, Mr. Joseph B. 
Gilder sent us a letter expressing his ap- 
preciation of the negro’s heroism and in- 
closing a contribution t§} serve as the 
nucleus for a monument fund. His ex- 
ample was followed by several other 
generous readers of The Times. There- 
upon the duty to investigate was borne 
in on us, and we investigated, with the 
lamentable result of learning on indispu- 
table Indianapolis authority, including 
the testimony of the man who was saved, 
that, except for the faet that an acci- 
dent of the sort described did occur, the 
story was a “yellow journal fake,"’ rash- 
ly. accepted by the Associated Press 
agent, and that the monument scheme 
would have to be abandoned. When the 
steam was turned into the boiler the two 
men -in it rushed for the manhole, each. 
for himself, and had it not been for the 
desperate struggle which each made to 
get out first, both could easily have es- 
caped in safety. There was no discussion 
as to the superior right to life possessed 
by a married man, no display of self- 
sacrifice—nothing, in short, except new 
and needless proof that poor humanity, 
when confronted with by sudden‘ and ter- 
rible peril, sometimes fails to demon- 
strate its higher possibilities.

Alabama and the Suffrage. 

An epitome of the exceHNeht address 
delivered by Colonel John B. Knox in 
accepting the presidency of the Ala- 
bama constitutional convention ap- 
pears in another column of The Con- 
stitution. Ags was to be expected of 
the man, Colonel Knox shows a broad 
and comprehensive understanding . of 
the problem which is involved in. the 
making of the new constitution. He is 


lieves that the combined wisdom of 
the convention will evolve a plan 
which will, as he puts-it,..“‘establish 
white supremacy in the state within 


‘the limits imposed by the federal con-’ 


stitution.” ; . : 

In no portion of his speech does 
Colonel Knox better demonstrate his 
understanding of the needs of the state 
and of her people than in that conclu- 
sion in which he discusses the problem 
of education. 

Colonel Knox :makes it clear that he. 
is strongly opposed to any constitu- 
tional provision that will place behind 
the ignorant colored boy a stimulus tc 
secure an education. when no suck 
stimulus exists to promote the educa- 
tion of the white boy, “It has been 
urged,” says he, “as a reason why this 
movement for a new constitution 
should be defeated that we propose to 
adopt a suffrage plank which will offer 
to the negro an incentive to obtain an 
education while the child of the white 
man will be without a like stimulus 
because protected in‘ his right to vote, 
without regard to the density of hig 
ignorance. I do not understand that 
any delegate to this convention is 
pledged to any such tegislation.”’ 

He makes it plain that he is himself | 
opposed to any such legislation, and in 
his opposition he should have the sup- 
port of every man in the Alabama con- 
vention. , 

‘The people of the south indorse ev- 
ery fair effort to purify the electorate. 
While it may not be found necessary 
to adopt stringent restrictions in some 
of the southern states, it is undoubt- 
edly true that the conditions in others 
warrant new constitutional provisions, 
and every movement which has for its 
purpose the elimination of the igno- 
rant vote has the moral support of all 
persons familiar with the conditions 
in those states. 

There is danger, huwever, of a mis- 
understanding of the effect of some of 
the proposeli methods of restriction. 
Any plan which, in its operations, will, 
in a sense, place a premium upon white 
ignorance is dangerous, The sentiment 
which is back of the determination 
that no old confederate soldier shall 
ever be deprived of his. vote, even 
though he is unable to read or write, 
. will. find sympathy im the hearts of 
all southern people; but it will not do 
for Alabama or any other state to 
enact legislation which will stimulate 
the young colored man to secure an 
education ‘In order to qualify himself 
for the electorate, but which will at 
the same time tend to keep the white 
youth in ignorance. It is ignorance 
which must be eliminated in the inter- 
est of society—white ignorance as well 
as negro ignorance. 

As Colonel Knox explains: “The 
provisions of the constitution prescrib- 
ing educational qualifications for the

South American Troubles. 

There is a possibility of the post- 
ponement or abandonment of the pro- 
posed conference of American repub- 
lies at Mexico in October. There is 
trouble in the committee of arrange- 
ments, with apparently a deadlock 
over a question which seems cer- 
tain to prevent the participation of 
,one or more of the South American 
countries. 

Chile seems to be responsible for the 
present deadlock in the committee. All 
of the republics except Chile accepted 
the invitation to the conference with- 
out condition; Chile, however, made 
it clear that she would not accept un- 
less it was. provided that arbitration, 
one of the questions to he discussed 
and passed upon, should be consid- 
ered only with regard to future mat- 
ters. <o 

In order to secure a full attendance 


the committee” decided to grant the 
concession demanded by Chile. Ac- 
cording to The Chicago Record-Herald, 
this decision was almost immediately 
followed by protests from Peru, Bolly 
via and the Argentine Republic, and 
a second meeting of the committee on 
arrangements was called at Washing- 
ton. Peru gave notice that it would 
withdraw its aceptance if the conces- 
sion granted Chile fs allowed to stand, 
and it is regarded as probable that 
several of the other republics will fol- 
low suit through sympathy. A great 
deal of diplomatic correspondence is 
now going on between the Washington 
representatives of these governments 
and the various South American capi- 
tals, and all is not as peaceful as those 
interestéd in the proposed conference 
would like to see it. 

The trouble seemed to grow out of 
the aggressiveness of Chile, which, as 
is explained by Mr. William E. Curtis, 
who is one of the best posted men in 
this country on South American af- 
fairs, is the most pugnacious’ of the 
nations on the west coast of South 
America. She has standing troubles 
with the Argentine Republic and with 
Peru and Bolivia. Twenty years ago 
Chile acquired by conquest a large sec- 
tion of Peruvian territory and all of 
that of Bolivia along the Pacific coast. 
It was provided in the treaty of peace 
that Peru might redeem a part of her 
territory at the end of ten years by 
paying Chile $10,000,000, provided the 
inhabitants of the province in question 
should vote to go back to Peru; if 
they voted to remain with Chile, then 
that government was to pay Peru $10,- 
000,000. 

Peru has tried in every way possible 
to get a vote on the question, but Chile 
has prevented it. In the meantime she 
is getting very large incomes from the 
nitrate beds in the disputed territory 
and is perfectly satisfied. Peéru has 
tried to have the matter submitted to 
arbitration, but Chile has consistently 
opposed this. The Argentine Republic 
and Bolivia, having somewhat similar 
grudges against Chile, sympathize with 
Peru, and these countries have looked 
forward to the conference at Mexico as 
a favorable opportunity to secure such 
a declaration on the question of arbi- 
tration of disputes between the Amer- 
ican republics as will force Chile to 
submit the pending issues to some sort 
of an international board. 

Chile. has, however, no intention of 
doing this, hence the declaration that 
she will not take part in the confer- 
ence if arbitration is considered with 
regard to anything except future dis- 
putés. Peru and those who side with 
her contend that as all future contro- 
versies are likely to be based on mat- 
ters of. the. past, such a restriction as 
Chile proposes woulaq mean absolutely 
nothing. 

There is no present prospect of the 
two sides to the controversy getting 
together and about the only thing in 
sight is either a postponement until 
these differences can be settled or a 
conference in which one or more of 
the leading republics of South America 
will be unrepresented.

against the inadequate fire fighting fa- 
cilities of the town. But so far their re- 
port has received little attention. - 

The underwriters in their report say 
that the Dallas fire department is well 
arranged, distributed and equipped -ex- 


cept in the provision of men and hose. 
Dallas, with the greatest values of any 
“first-class” city in Texas, the fallest 
buildings and the greatest number Of fire 
stations has only 2,450 feet of good hose 
and 1,500 feet of ordinary hose, with 
forty-two paid men, including a chief and 
assistant chief. The report says: 

‘There are six hose stations and if 


them each station would have less than 
450 feet, There are some 1,600 feet of 
worthless hoge on hand and at two sta- 
tions there is no other kind. Every foot 
of it fs worse than no hese at all. For 
fexample: At recent . . notably the 
Orchard fire in Chestnut’ hill and the 
Akard street fire, the hose attached burst 
from hydrant pressure, and it was ne- 
cessary to call other companies before 
the department could do efficinet work. 


The following editorial, taken from The 


line with certain statements, apropos of 
the Jacksonville fire, recently printed in 
the insurance column of The Constitu- 
tion: 
>*"Phe fire insurance business which has been 
going from bad to werse for several years seems 
now to be approachink the critical period. Prob- 
ably the heavy loss at Jacksonville will be ihe 
last straw. Rates are insufficient to meet the 
losses and expenses of most companies, and the 
year, 1901 bids fair to witness more American 
companies liquidating and foreign companies 
leaving the United States than in any pre- 
vious year except those in which the Chicago 
and.

Quite & 
number of our own institutions have remained, 
expecting the tide to turn, until their surpluses 
have gradually dwindled down to perilously 
small figures. Nearlv a dozen of the foreign 
fire insurance companies, whose methods on this 
side do not bring any desirable connections for 
permemeenty securing preferred business, will 
jave evel @ worse year in 190! than in 1900. 
‘"The limit/of patience in Hoth weak Ameri- 
can companies and foreign companies with ill- 
advised American management has row about 
been reached, and the unloading of liabilities 
will be quite common during the current year. 
The delay in advancing tariffs where this could 
easily be done, and the failure to discipline lo- 
val agents of the Baltimore and Pittsburg type, 
have put American underwriters in a decidedly 
bad light in Eurcpe. There the United States 
is now regarded as a sinkhole for fire insurance 
eipital and many of its executive offic-rs of 
fire insurance institutions as timid and ineffi- 
cient.

| “What it is that we aim to do,” said 
Colonel John B. Knox, president of the 
Alabama constitutional convention, in his 
acceptance addreas, “is to establish white 
supremacy. in this state, gwithin the lim- 
its imposed by the federal constitution. 
That is our problem, and we should be 
permitted to deal with it unobstructed 
®y outside influences, with a sense of 
our responsibilities as citizens and our 
duty to posterity.” 

This speech of President Knox, outlin- 
ing as it did the work to be done by the 
convention, was an able and interest- 
ing address, It dealg with the prob- 
lem facing the convention in a broad and 
comprehensive way. In the course of 
his remarks, Colonel Knox said: | 

“The southern people, with this grave 
problem of the races to deal with, are 
face to face with a new epoch in constitu- 
tion making, the difficulties of which are 
great, but which, if solved wisely, may 
bring rest and peace and happiness, If 
otherwise, it may leave us and our pos- 
terity contintously involved in racé con- 
filicts, or, what may be worse, subjected 
permanently to the baneful influences of 
the political conditions now prevailing in 
the state.

Expenses Aro Estimated at About 
$25,000 a Day. . 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 23.—The Relief 
Association held a meeting this after- 
noon, at which Chairman Garner, of the 
executive committee, stated that it was 
estimated that the tetal expenses of the 
relief work were between $2,500 and $3,000 
a day. 

Members of the executive committee 
desiring an expression of the association 
as to the propriety of employing relief 
funds to clear the burned _district of 
debris, letters were read from state and 
city Boards of health declaring that im- 
mediate removal of the debris was essen- 
tial In order that injuries to the sewerage 
system could be repaired, otherwise dan- 
ger of disease would result, The removal] 
of the debris by the force employed by 
the Relief Association's labor bureau was 
thereupon Indorsed.

“If we would have white supremacy, 
we must establish it by law—not by force 
or fraud. If you teach your hoy that it 
is right to buy a vote, it is an ensy step 
for him to learn to use money to bribe 
Or corrupt Officials or trustees of any 
class. If you teach your boy that it is 
right to steal votes, it is an easy step for 
him “to believe that tt is right t> steal 
whatever he may need or greatly desire. 
The result of such an influence will en- 
ter every branch of society: it will reach 
your ban® cashiers and affect positions 
of trust in every department; it will ul- 
timately enter your courts and affect: the 
administration of justice,.. - rier A! 

“I submit it to the intelligent judgment 
of this convention that there is no higher 
duty resting upon us, as citidéns and as 
delegates, than that which requires 1:s to 
embody in the fundamental law such 
provisions as will enable us to protect 
the sanctity of the ballot in every por- 
tion of the state. 


“The justification fur whatever manipu- 
lation of the ballot that has occurred in 
this state has been the menace of negro 
domination. After the war, by force of 
federal bayonets, the negro was placed in 
control of every branch of our govern- 
ment. Inspired and aided by unscrupu- 
lous white men, he wasted money, cre- 
ated debts, increased taxes until it threat- 
ened to amount to confiscation of our 
‘property. While in power and within a 
few years he increased our state debt 
from a nominal figure to nearly $30,000,000, 
The right of revolution is always left to 
every people. 
effects of war and wnable to take up 
arms in their own defense, in some por- 
tions of this state, white men, greatly in 


agem—used their greater intellect to 
overcome the greater numbers of their 
black opponents. If so, such a course 
might be warranted when considered: as 
the right of revolution, dnd as an act of 
necessity for self-preservation. But a 
people cannot always live in a state of 
revolution. The time comes when, if they 
would be a free, happy and contented per- 
ple, they must return to a constitutional 
form of government, where law and or- 
der prevall and where every citizen 
stands ready to stake his life and his 
honor to maintain it.’’ 


Colonel Knox declined to express his 
opinion as between the different plans 
which have been suggested. He said he 
felt it the duty of each member of the 
convention to approach the consideratian 
of the subject with his mind as nearly as 
possible free from predelictions for any 

articular plan. What the people want,. 

e thought, Is an earnest consideration 
of and cor.sultation upon these questions 
so that the finished work will represent 
the united wisdom and experience of the 
convention. 

He briefly summarized the work that 
has been done in Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina and Louisiana, ex- 
plaining the provisions of the suffrage 
amendments to the constitutions of those 
states. Of the provisions which seem to 
discriminate in favor of the uneducated 
white man as against the uneducated ne- 
gro, he said: 

‘These provisions are justified In law 
and in morals, because it js said that the 
negro is not discriminated against on ac- 
count of his race, but on account of his 
intellectual and moral condition. There is 
a difference, it is claimed with great force, 
between the uneducated white man and 
the ignorant negro. Before the art-of 
reading and writing was known, the an- 
cestors of the Anglo-Saxon had estab- 
lished an orderly system of government? 
the basis, in fact, of the one under which 
we now live. That the negro, on the other 
hand, is descended from a race lowest in 
intelligence and moral perceptions of all

the minority, it is sald, resorted to strat- | 


the races of men. As was remarked by 
the supreme court of the United States, 
in the case of Williams vs. Mississippi, 
quoting the supreme court of Mississippi: 
‘Restrained by the federal constitution 
from discriminating against the negro 
race, the convention discriminates against 
its characteristics and the offenses to 
which its criminal members are prone.’ 
And in the Wilson case, the supreme court 
of the United States, referring to that, 
said that the convention had swept the 
field of expedients to obstruct the exercise 
of suffrage by the negro race, but that 
they were permissible expedients. 


“As stated by Judge Cooley, the right of 
suffrage is not a natural right, because it 
exists where it 's allowed to be exercised 
only for the good of the state: to say that 
those whose participation in the affairs of 
the state would endanger and imperil] the 
good of the state have, nevertheless, the 
right to participate, is not only folly in 
itself, but it is to set the Individual above 


the state. 
“The election laws in Massachusetts 


contain substantially the same provisions 
as are embodied in the constitutions of 
Louisiana and North Carolina. The elec- 
tion law of that state, as it stands today, 
provides that the voter must be able to 
read the constitution of the common- 
wealth in the English language, and to 
write his name, except that ‘no person 
who is prevented from reading and writ- 
ing as aforesaid by physical disability, or 
who had the right to vote on the first 
day of May in the year 1857, shall, if 
otherwise qualified, be deprived of the 
right to vote by reason of not being able 
so to read or write.’ 

“While it ig true that the provisions of 
this law do not extend to the descendanty 
of the voter, yet it does not seem that on 
that account the principle involved would 
be affected. The exception in the Mas- 
Ssachusetts law was no. doubt directed 
against illiterate and incompetent tmmi- 
grants, whereas the provisons in the con- 
stitutions of Loulsiana and North Caro- 
lina were directed against illiterate and 
incompetent negroes, as Well as foreign- 
ers,’’ 


Colonel Knox quoted the supreme court 
of the United States in the Mississippi 
case, where it Is said: “If weakness were 
to be taken advantage of, it was to be 
done within the fleld of permissible ac- 
fion, under the limitations imposed by 
the federal constitution, and the means 
of it were the alleged characteristics of 
the negro race, not the administration of 
the law by officers of the state. Besides, 
the operation of the constitution. and laws 
is not Nmited by their language or effect 
to one race.”’ 

In Van Valkenberg vs. Brown, speaking 
of the limitation Imposed upon the states 
by the recent amendments to the federal 
constitution, the supreme court of Call- 
fornia says: ‘The mere power of the 
state to determine the class of inhabitants 
who may vote within her limits was not 
curtailed by the fourteenth amendment. 
The fifteenth amendment took away her 
power to discriminate against citizens 
of the United States on account of either 
race, color or previous condition of servi- 
tude, but the power of exclusion upon all 
other grounds remains intact.” 


In conclusion Colonel Knox took up the 
question of education. “I believe,” he 
said, ‘we shoyld keep faithfully the 
pledges we havt® given not to increase 
taxation, but this should not deter us 
from making every effort to rid our state 
of the disgrace of its illiteracy. As Dr. 
Curry forcibly puts it, it will not do to 
say you are too poor to educate the peo- 
ple—you are too poor not to educate 
them. 

“Nothing. has so retarded the rapid 
growth and development of our state as 
the absence of a well regulated system 
of public schools, so as to place within 
the reach of every child in the state, 
both rich and poor, the means of obtain- 
ing, free of tuition fees, such instruction 
as will qualify him for the responsible 
duties of life. 

‘The productive power of labor in Mas- 
sachusetts Is said to be nearly double 
that of the average for each inhabitant 
of the whole United States, and the rea- 
son assigned is the superior educationa’ 
advantages she furnishes to her people. 

‘You cannot expect skilled labor to en- 
ter our state, if by doing so their chil- 
dren are to be denied the means of a 
common school education. We must fight 
ignorance as we would fight malaria, for 
it is only by educating its people that a 
state can gain.and maintain a proud po- 
sition among the nations of the earth. 


“It has been urged in some quarters as 
ai reason why this movement for a new 
constitution should be defeated that we 
propose to adopt a suffrage plank which 
will offer to the negro an incentive to ob- 
tain an education,* while the child of the 
white man will be without a like stimulus 
because protected in his right to vote 
without regard to the density of his ig- 
norance. 

‘TI do not understand that any delegate 
to this convention is pledged to any such 
legislation. We are pledged, ‘not to de- 
prive any white man of the right to vote,’ 
but this does not extend, unless this con- 
‘vention chooses to extend it, beyond the 
life of voters now living. It is a question 
worthy of careful consideration whether 
we would be warranted in pursuing any 
course which would have’a tendency to 
condemn any part of our population to 
a condition of perpetual illiteracy. Pro- 
visions of the ‘constitution prescribing 
educational qualifications for the voters 
as they affect those who now have ne 
right to vote, but in the course of time 
will acquire the right, are wisely intetd- 
ed to. serve, not as a curse, but as a nobic 
stimulus to the acqirement of an educa- 
tion and to a proper preparation for meét- 
ing and discharging the duties of a cit- 
izen. 


“There is a strong reason why those 
who have fought the battles of the state— 
those who have been trained in the du- 
ties of citizenship, and possess character, 
judgment and intelligence which enable 
them to appreciate the responsibility it 
imposes, should not be denied the right 
to vote, even though they may lack the 
elements of an education, but it does not 
follow that it is to the interest of the 
state that the indulgence should be ex- 
tended to the second generation—especial- 
ly so when it is considered that the facil- 
ities for learning to read and write are 
within reach and so easy to obtain. 

“The states of Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina and Louisiana, in dealing with thig 
great qffestion, have rightfully consid. 
ered that the betterment of the facilitieg 
for securing an education for all the peo- 
ple was a necessary and essential part 
of any just and wise scheme for the reg- 
ulation of the right of suffrage and for 


the purification of the ballot.”

Take 
the spirit of the constitution, he said, and 
apply it to the act of 1897, and there is 
but one conclusion that can be drawn— 
that the act is perfectly constitutional. 
The state is charged with the preserva- 
tion of this fund to be finally applied to 
the payment of the bonded debt, and it 
is not contrary to the constitution to 
use that money temporarily to pay these 
warrants. It is not even contrary to the 
letter of the constitution, as I shall show. 
The word use in the constitution is em- 
ployed in the sense of appropriate or 
consume. Certainly it did not mean that 
the legislature should not ‘‘treat well’ 
this fund, which Is one of the meanings 
of the word “use.”’

“It is due from your honors to the

During a called meeting of counc!i] yes- 
terday afternoun an ordinance was adopt- 
ed authorizing the mayor, upon the rec- 
ommendation af the aity building in- 
spector, to close the sidewalks and streets 
along which bridges, viaducts or other 
public works are being constructed by 
the city. 

The mayor can alsu order such portions 
of these streets or sidewalks kept open 
temporarily under such requirements as 
to secure public safety. Any of these 
orders may be revoked at any time in 
the discretion of the mayor. 

The whole matter came up on account 
of the tearing down of the building on 
Peachtree street preparatory to the 
erection of the Peters building. 
chants on the street petitioned that the 
sidewalks not be closed to traffic. Several 
of them appeared before council yester- 
day afternoon and explained their position 


in the case. ; 
“In response to the mayors call, the 
following members of council assembled 
at the hour appointed: Horvey Jolson 
stated they would have to have some 
place to put their material as the street 
was occupied by the viaduct material. 
He thought if the sidewalks were cov~ 
ered there would be but little danger to 
edestrians, 

f Ordinance Is Adopted. 


E. C. Peters said there was danger to 
pedestrians from the walls that were 
being torn down. He was of the opinion 
that any cover which might be built over 
the sidewalk would not be strong enough 
to afford ample protection if the wa ls 
did fall.

Be it ordained that the ordinance 
approved March 12, 1900, regulating th- use 
of streets: and sidewalks: during the co: 8 uc- 
tion or repair of buildings adjoining such streets 
and sidewalks, be amended as follows: 

Whenever the city undertakes a public work, 

such as the construction of bridges, viaducts, 
or such work which necessitates the use of the 
roadway for the erection of such public work 
that the entire streeta and sidewalks to be 
covered by such public work shall be closed, 
provided that the mayor shall have the power, 
on the recommendation of the building inspec- 
tor, to keep any portions thereof temporarily 
open under such requirements to secure the 
public safety as may be necessary, but any per- 
mits to allow any portions of such streets or 
sidewalks to be kept open as above pfovided 
shall be subject to be revoked at any time 
in the discretion of the mayor.

Ordinance Reducing the Street Im- 
provement Collector’s Salary 
Not Acted Upon. 


NOTIFIED 


At the regular meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon the assessment of the property 
of the Spellman seminary was consid<- 
ered. The board concurred in the action 
of council in requesting the city tax as- 
sessors to assess only that part of the 
school property not occupied by the pres- 
ent school buildings. 

It seems that the tax assessors great- 
ly increased the assessmem of the prop- 
erty this year on the idea that the jn- 
stitution was.not exactly what might be 
termed charitable, inasmuch as tuition 
wag paid by some of the pupils. The 
matter came up in the meeting of the 
tax committee some months ago upon the 
petition of the board of trustees of the 
seminary asking that only such part of 
the property as was vacant be assessed. 

A statement-from the president and 
treasurer of the school showed that there 
were 310 Atlanta students and that the 
amount paid for instruction for these 
students aggregated $7,000. The amount 
paid for coal, school supplies end cther 
necessities was about $1,200 per year, 
while the cash received from the Atlanta 
pupils as tuition amounted to only $1,000 


a year,

Now, however, it has 
been found necessary to transfer the en- 
listed men of some regiments {p others, 
so that the complete regiments will be in- 
tact. Under the new order companies E, 
F, G and H, Twenty-sixth infantry, are 
transferred to the Twenty-seventh in- 
fantry as companies A, B, C and D. 
These troops are now at Fort McPherson, 
Georgia. Companies A, B, C and D, 
Twenty-seventh infantry, are transferred 
to the Twenty-sixth infantry as com- 
panies I, K, L and M. These troops are 
in the Philippines. Companies A, B, C and 


D, Twenty-eighth infantry, are trans-

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 23.—Today’s, stock market 
offered very little that is worthy of any com- 
ment. Still further evidence was given cf 
the abandonment of the trading to profes- 
sional operators, most of them of the class 
“known as room traders who operate for a 
day’s turn and do not often leave their ac- 
count open ove~ night. The see-saw movement 
of the market is the natural consequence of 
this class of operations. Prices are not likely 
to move in one direction beyond the second 
day. Yesterday’s strength in the Erie stocks 
was maintained this morning and helped the 
market to some advances, most conspicuous 
in about. the same stocks as those which 
showed strength yesterday. The mavement in 
Erie continued the subject of: much interest, 
and the conjecture as to its origin ranged 
from a-belief that it was pure speculation 
with ‘manipulation by a pool to the opinion 
that a contest for control might be involved, 
The theory that the Gould Southwestern group 
of railroads were striving for a trunk line 
outlet to the Atlantic: found its advocates, 
This possibility was in itself disturbing to 
speculative sentiment as threatening to up- 
set the status quo in. the trunk line territory. 
Declines of 2% in New York Central and 24 
in Pennsylvania gave some point of this ap- 
prehension, For this reason the strength cf 
Erie had begun to lose its sympathetic in- 
fluence before that stock itself yielded to the 
later weakness of the market. The — 
tion on the advance was very heavy, blocks 
of 5,000 to 8,000 shares appearing on the 
tape. Union Pacific was the first stock to 
show notable weakness, possibly due to the 
fact that the governing committee of the stock 
exchange at yesterday’s meeting refrained 
from action on the application of the compa- 
ny to list $100,000,000 of convertible bonds, 
London was an active seller during the day. 
The lesson of the Northern Pacific corner was 
shown in the timidity of arbitrage brokers 
about going short of stock even on arbitrage 
account, where a purchase in London had 
first been made against the sale here. North- 
ern Pacific sold up to 205 during the day. 
The demand was believed to be due to the 
requirements of London shorts. The London 
stock exchange was reported to have decided 
today not to reconsider its Wecision suspend- 
ing the rule for buying in of Northern Pacifie 
until June [Oth. But the movement of the 
stock here indicated that the London shorts 
had received some kind of warning to pre- 
pare for a settlement. Anything connected 
with the Northern Pacific corner has not 
lost its power to disquiet, and it was a dis- 
turbing influence today.- The statement cf 
the Bank of England for the week and the 
hardening of the London money market lifted 
the sterling exchange rate to a high level. 
The sharp advance jn sterling in Paris indi- 
cated the relief there over the closing of sub- 
scriptions to the Russian lan and suggested 
a cessation of pressure for gold.

Short Notes for the Trade. 


New York, May 23.—Dispatches from corre- 
spondents of R. G. Dun & Co. throughout the 
winter wheat belt promise an unusually satis- 
factory yield. Conditions have * distinctly 
changed, especially as respects the Hessian fiy, 
which threatened serious disaster in some sec- 
tions a few weeks ago. Thg grain has now 
made sufficient progress to preclude any ex- 
tensive losses throughout the ravages of this 
pest and there is little sign of other untoward 
influences. In many states the acreage planted 
was slightly smaller than last’ year’s, but 
the better condition as a rule suggests an 
equally good yield. This includes allowances 
for losses in Texas, where drought necessitated 
replanting, and in many cases the final acreage 
was not more than half of last year’s. As the 
entire yield of the state is a comparatively un- 
important, factor in the total winter wheat 
crop, its misfortunes will not materially af- 
fect the aggregate.

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‘ ~TLIEUT. ERNEST WEST 
IS HERE FROM SERVICE 


Lieutenant Ernest West, of the United 
States navy, arrived in Atlanta Wednes- 
day evening, after an absence of more 
than two years spent in the Philippines. 
Lieutenant West was accompanied by his 
wife, who. was with him abroad. The 
popular young couple were heartily .wel- 
comed home by a host. of friends. 

To a representative of The Constitution 
Lieutenant West talked interestingly of 
his experiences and observations in. the 
orient. . He. served througn the Cuban 
and Porto Rican naval campajgn as nav- 
igator of the auxiliary cruiser Hannibal, 
and after the fall of Santiago went to 
|San Francisco on the famous Oregon. 
After serving some weeks in the naval 
stations at Mare island, near the latter 
city, ‘and at Pensacola, Fla., Lieutenant 
West was ordered to Manila, where, in 
the naval station at Cavite, he remained 
two years. After returning to America 
early in the spring, Lieutenant West was 
again stationed at Mare island, whence 
he came direct to Atlanta. 

Naval duties were nominal] after Lieu- 
tenant West's arrival in the Philippines, 
the only activity being in the codst patrol, 
whose chief care was to see that the 
Filipino junta at Hong Kong did not 
smuggle arms and ammunition to the in- 
surgents. Lieutenant West, however, 
saw considerable land service while at 
Cavite, participating in numerous 
‘hikes’ into the interior of Luzon and in 
the battles of Imus and Novaleta. While 
at Cavite Lieutenant West was daily as- 
sociated with Nava) Constructor Hobson 
and Captain John T, Myers, whose he- 
roic conduct as commander of the Ameri- 
can marines during the siege of the lega- 
tions at Pekin is a part of history. 

Lieutenant West said the pacification 
of the archipelago was making very no- 
ticeable progress when he left there, civil 


government having largely replaced mar- 
tial lavy in the towns. Manila was still 
under’ military government, and among 
the stringent regulations was a curfew 
ordinance requiring all citizens to be off 
the streets at ll o'clock at night. Earlier 
during the war the curfew hour was 8 
o'clock. 

Lieutenant West is of the opinion. that 
the Philippines will prove rich beyond 
the dreams of avarice when fairly de- 
veloped by American energy and brains. 
He said he believes the principal export 
commodity will continue to be hemp, and 
that rice and coffee will be next in im- 
portance, The soil and climate are ideal 
for the culture of these great staples. 
Fruit, Lieutenant West said, is not of as 
fine a quality as that produced elsewhere 
in the tropics. The oranges are stringy 
and the bananas lack flavor. The Phil- 
ippine mango, however, is the finest in the 
world. The forests of the innumerable 
islands will one day yield untold wealth 
to their developers. The rarest hard- 
woods abound—some of them so heavy 
that they can be used as anchors for 
light vessels. The mahogany and ebony 
is of the finest quality. 

Speaking of the liquor question in Ma- 
nila, Lieutenant West said he had not 
observed that the opening of so many 
saloons since the American occupation 
had corrupted the natives. ‘‘The Filipino 
will not drink whisky,’ said he, ‘“‘but in- 
dulges moderately in vino, a native drink 
that possesses intoxicating properties 
that make it the part of wisdom to in- 
dulge in it sparingly. Until familiar with 
its effects many American soldiers be- 
came crazy drunk in drinking vino to ex- 
cess. It affected them like coco weed af- 
fects a Texas steer.”” Lieutenant West 
said it was a rare thing to see a Filipino 
under the influence of imtoxicants. He 
said he was satisfied from close observa- 
tion of the bibulously inclined American 
soldier that the lack of an army canteen 
in the Philippines had much to do with 
the excessive use of intoxicating liquors 


by the soldiers. 
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MRS. ERNEST WEST TALKS 
OF LIFE IN THE ORIENT 


“No, there is very little drinking done 
in the Philippines, but the lizards just 
get in the house in spite of any pre- 
caution to keep them out, and one is 
never surprised on awakening in the 
morning or going to bed at night to 
look up and see several lizards decorat- 
ing the ceiling,’”” was one of the many 
incidents related of her experience in 
the PhilippinNXs by Mrs. Ernest West, 
who, with her husband, Lieutenant West, 
returned Wednesday night from a two 
years’ sojourn in the Philippines, China 
and Japan. 

Mrs. West’s fluency and charm of con- 
versation make her accounts of her re- 
cent travels of stirring interest, and when 
in the course of 4n interview yesterday 
she remarked that it was not unusual to 
see within your house lizards, and even 
snakes, when you’ least expected such 
surprises, her feminine listeners were as 
startled and excited for the moment, as 
if a mousé had been seen in a distant 
corner of the room, 

“Especially in the evening,’’ continued 
Mrs. West, “these*uncanny visitors will 
make their appeafdnce, and I recajl a 
ridiculous occasion “when a party of 
friends were assembled on our salon and 
two of the young: officers in the party 
catching a glimpse of two little lizards 
sparring with oohe another on the 
wall began to bet as to their relative 
capacity toafight, and grew quite as ex- 
cited as if they had been at a genuine 
‘cock fight.’ 

“You know, céck- fighting is the great 
sport of the islands, and Sunday, the day 
when general interest centers in the 
event, the natives in vast numbers at- 
tend and the Ameérican ladies as well as 
the officers go from curiosity. 

‘When the fighting is at its height it fs 
quite as stirring to :the'natives as I im- 


| agine a bull fight is to the Mexicans, and 


the betting is as exciting as on the occa- 
sion of an American horse race. 

“The natural spurs of the cocks are 

cut off, and substituted are very sharp- 
pointed ones attached to the right leg df 
the feathered antagonists. Their owners 
in putting them in the ring are directed 
by a man I suppose you would call an 
‘umpire’ or a ‘referee,’ and before the 
fight begins the owners of each pit the 
antagonists against one another until 
the freféree says ‘listo,’ and then the 
owners depart, leaving the fight to pro- 
ceed. It is remarkable how these fight- 
ing birds, no more fancy looking or 
game looking than the average ‘back- 
yard rooster,’ manipulate the vicious spur 
attached to their leg, and how they seem 
to know. and strike for the vital parts. 
As the fight grows more vigorous, the 
betting grows loudér; the crowds reach a 
great pitch of excitement, and the fight 
is not called off until either antagonist 
is dead.”’ 
« Mrs. West left San Francisco for the 
Philippines about two years ago, and en 
route there and back she traveled ex- 
tensively in China and Japan. 

In reference to her trip she said: 

“Every: day of the three months” voy- 
age there was marked by some interest- 
ing incident. . We stopped. at Honolulu 
two days, visited the Pali,-the old im- 
perial palace, and’ the Panch Bowl, an 


| extinct volcano. 


“My impressions of Japan in gcing and 
coming were equally enthusiastic, and 
the country, the people, their lives and 
their customs are so picturesque as to be 
almost alluring. From the moment I 
Caught a glimpse of Yokohama I was 
charmed with the city, and the interests 
it presents. — 

‘We can neyer fully apprectate what 
the people’ rre like from the pictures or 


imitations we see of them, for they are 


inimitable in their appearance and man- 


iin. 


ner, and very subtle in their attractions 
as a people. 

“Up-to-date? I should say so. Ths 
Japanese women of the superior class 
have their schools, their accomplish- 
ments, and even their clubs, and I would 
not be at all surprised if they were not 
entertaining ideas of emancipation. 

“The Geishe girls are a picturesque lot 
in their embroidered and bejeweled cos- 
tumes and their little tipping, tottering 
walks, as they stoop under what seems to 
be the weight of tho ‘obi.’ 

“This particular piece of raiment is 
the broad sash or stomacher wita which 
they compose their kammas and which 
are so arranged on the back as to sug- 
gest the walk on the part of the Jananese 
woman, that we used to recognize as the 
‘Grecian bend.’. When two Javanese girls. 
who are friends, meet they tip rather 
than walk towards each other, as im- 
pulsively as American girls might, but 
just as they might reach out their erms 
to embrace. both fall upon their Knees 
and bow their heads low on the very 
floor. The longer the bow the more af- 
fectionate the friends. The custom still 
helds that on entering the Japanese 
homes, the shoes aré removed and not 
replaced until departure. 

“While in Japen,’’ continued Mrs, West, 
“I could scarcely realize that I was so far 
away from my native heath, for every- 
thing was so decidedly in toueh with 
what we term ‘the world’ of progress and 
up-to-dateness. For instance, there were 
two interesting American papers pub- 
lished in Yokchama, The Weekly Box of 
Curios, a weekly publication, and _ the 
Japan Daily Advertiser. The latter pub- 
Yicaticn has as its associate a young New 
Yorker, Mr. C. L. F.. Duhain, who !like- 
wise furnishes special matter to The 
Weekly Box of Curios. 

“Mr. Duhain is a member of a wealthy 
family, and while traveling in Japan be- 
came interested in the prospect of Amer- 
ican journalism in that country. He ac- 
cordingly b2came interested in The Daily 
Advertiser and has developed it into a 
wonderfully clever sheet. In answer to 
your question as to what it costs to live 
in Japan I will give you an editorial from 
The Daily Advertiser, which + 

The impression prevails abroad ...at living in 
Japan costs one almost nothing, and. that it is 
a place to live in if one wants to economize, 
but I have found that the rates at the hotels 
and all the necessities of life are quoted on a 
par with, if not in excess of, what would be 
asked for the same thing in Europe or Amer- 
ica.  ‘‘Take the jinrikishamen, for instance,’ 
our informant said, ‘‘they charge 20 sen pet 
hour, from the hotels and will not go any short 
distance for less than 10 sep. Now in big 
cities like New. York or London, for the same 
amount one can jump into a bus or electric car, 
or on the elevated railroad, and travel for ten 
miles; sometimes even twenty, by the systems 
of transfers now in vogue in the states. I 
have one instance in mind. When last in New 
York city I. took the elevated 
what is ¢alled the Battery, and rode up to 
One Hundred and Seventy-seventh street for § 
eents. This is almost twenty miles. No, 
neither is the ’ricksha any longer a cheap in- 
stitution, nor is the Japanese railroad, or any- 
thing else in the island empire.’ In conclu- 
sion, he stated that he had received far less 
for the same outlay here than had been the case 
on the European continent, 

“An amusing incident, ’* said Mrs. West, 
“occurred at Signor Asorio’s house just 
about- the time of the last national élec- 
tion: 

***‘Who are you for?’ he asked me, in 
very broken English. 

‘* ‘Mr. Bryan,’ I replied. 

‘Then he clapped his hands and yelled: 
‘Hello! hello. in his attempt at an Amer- 
ican ‘hurrah.’ I don’t like Mr. McKin- 
ley.

During the session of the board yester- 
day Hoke Smith was re-elected president 
until December, when the regular elec- 
tion takes place. Mr. Smith’s term of 
office as a member of the board expires 
on the 28th of this month. He was re- 
elected last Monday by council for an- 
other five years.

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FUNERAL TAKES PLACE TODAY 


His Six Sons Will Act as. Pallbear- 
ers—Interment Will Occu at 
Westview. 


Edward Woodford Brooks, age seventy- 
one, died at his late residence yesterday 
afternoon at 1:10 o’clock. His death was 
not unexpected, since he had been in fee- 
ble health for a year, and for several 
months had been gradually growing 


worse. 

” Weakness of the heart, superinduced by 
other organic disorders, was the cause of 
death. é 

Mr. Brooks was not conscious at the 
time of his death, but passed away peace- 
fully, surrounded by the members of his 
family, those not resident of Atlanta hav- 
ing arrived but a few days ago. 

The deceased leaves a widow, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Ralston Brooks; one daughter, Mrs. 
James R. Mell, of Edgewood, and six 
sons—Woodford Brooks, of New York; 
Percy C. Brooks, of Chicago; Ernest K. 
Brooks, of Philadelphia; Clyde L. Brooks, 
Lawrence R. Brooks and Shirley V. 
Brooks, of Atlanta. 

The funeral will take place this after- 
noon and at the request of the deceased 
it will be private, only members of the 
family being present. Rev. Richard O. 
Flynn will officiate. Mr. Brooks’s six 
sons will act as pallbearers. The body 
will be placed in the family vault in 
Westview, 

Sketch of His Life. 

Mr. Brooks was born in Marietta, O., 
March 18, 1830, his father, Abijah Brooks, 
and grandfather, John Brooks, having 
emigrated to Ohio, the then western 
frontier of the United States, from Mas- 
sachusetts in the early part of the last 
century. Mr. Brooks at an early age, 
with his father’s family, went to New 
Orleans and later to Corpus Christi, Tex. 
where they were among the founders o 
that city. Upon .the death of his father 
there, he, though only a boy, took his 
father’s place in the ranks of the famous 
Texas Rangers, under the command of 
Mustang Grey, a well-known frontiers- 
man and Indian fighter of that time. 

Mr. Brooks was probably one of the 
last of the soldiers who were actively in 
the service of the Republic of Texas and 
fought under the flag of the Lone Star. 

In 184 Mr. Brooks enlisted in the com- 
mand of General Zachary Taylor,who was 
then stationed at Corpus Christi with 
6,000 men preparatory to his march into 
Mexico. 

At the Battle of Buena Vista he was 
personally complimented for bravery by 
General Taylor and given the command 
of a company with the rank of captain. 

At the close of the Mexican war hos- 
tilities Mr, Brooks returned to Corpus 
Christi and later went back to New 
Orleans, where he began his business 
career. After several years there he went 
to Memphis, Tenn., where he established 
the firm of Brooks, Goyer & Co, At the 
beginning of the civil war he took com- 
mang of a transport in the confederate 
service, carrying supplies and troops and 
munitions of war on the Mississippi river 
and its southern tributaries. 

In 1865 he organized the firm of Brooks, 
Neely & -Co., cotton factors, which dis- 
solved only a few months ago. 

On account of ill health Mr. Brooks re- 
sided in Cincinnati for several years. In 
1875 he came to Atlanta, where he lived 
until his death. In 1858 he married Miss 
Elizabeth Ralston, of Memphis. His pri- 
yate interests were very large and the 
latter years of his life were spent in the 
management of these, being principally 
in Tennessee and Florida. 

Mr. Brooks was vigorous in thought 
and action, but refined in tastes and tem- 
perament. He was of a retiring disposi- 
tion and while he had many warm 
friends, he rarely sought new ones.
